Dear Sir Robert Falconer:- 


Those of us who have been 
brought into touch, through our official positions 
during the war, with extreme Socialistic propaganda 
of the Bolshevist or Anarchist type, are deeply 
concerned over the present acute phase of the 
Bolshevist agitation among the labouring classes in 
Canada. 


As you doubtless know, we have, 
by warrants issued under the Consolidated Orders 
respecting Censorship, forbidden the possession within 
Canada of copies of scores of publications of a 
decidedly Anarchistic type - books, booklets, pamphlets, 
fly sheets, postcards, etc¢., openly advocating armed 
resistance to the recognized authority, denouncing 
and actually defying all constituted authorities, 
ridiculing national spirit and patriotism and often 
holding up to scorn the established religious bodies 
of the world as the mere harlots of governmental 
authority. During the past year or two this propaganda 
has developed rapidly along the Russian Bolshevist 
lines, the working people of Canada being appealed to 
to look forward longingly to the introduction into 
Canada of precisely the gruesome state of affairs which 
at present exists in Russia. It is 4 singular fact, 
but unquestionably a fact, that since the propaganda 
has taken this very decided form, it has found itself, 
in some remarkable way or another, in possession of 
unlimited funds and, consequently, the propagandists 
are more active and more determined now than they have 
ever been. 


The Press Censorship has exerted 
itself to prevent, as far as possible, the poisoning of 
the popular channels of thought by suppressing the more 
objectionable literature of this propaganda, but the 


agitators are meeting this difficulty by holding meetings 


and by establishing recruiting or proselytising centres 
which they dignify by the title of "Workmen's Reading 
Rooms." The Police authorities in all the chief centres 
of population report that this propaganda is having a 
most dangerous result, and, as one important Police 
Officer in the City of Toronto remarked to me the other 
day, the revolutionary spirit is spreading through the 
City and the country just as the PRin aid ¢ 


To some extent the Censorship ban 
placed upon this violent literature is unsatisfactory. 
Professional agitators, through meetings, personal 
interviews and the secret circulation of banned 
literature, ere enabled to carry on to 4 certain extent,

Dear Sir Robert Falconer: - 


With reference to our former correspondence 
on the subject of enlisting the voluntary co-operation 
of members of the faculty of your University and others 
in combating Bolshevist propaganda in Canada, I asked 
Wir. B. Deacon, one of the members of this staff, to 
prepare a little statement containing brief extracts 
from some of the worst examples of the Bolshevist 
propaganda which have come to his notice during the 
past few days in the course of his examination of 
suspected and troublesome publications. 


Mr. Deacon handed me a memorandum on the 
subject yesterday, and I am enclosing a copy to you, 
as I think you will find it useful and interesting. 


In connection with this same matter, I also 
enclose copies of items which appeared in the Canadian 
Press News Service yesterday and to-day and also copy 
of an item which appeared in the Montreal Gazette the 
day before yesterday. 


I notice, moreover, that on the 22nd inst. 
there appeared in the Boston papers a statement that the 
Massachusetts Chamber of Commerce has called a meeting 
to raise a fund of $75,000. to fight Bolshevism in 
Massachusetts. ‘These extracts indicate the widespread 
character of this Bolshevist movement throughout the 
world. 


You will observe that the present agitation 
represents something very different from the theoretical and 
more or less academic form of socialism championed for so 
long by soap-box orators of the Hyde Park type. It is 4 
direct incitement to armed resistance to the constituted 
authority and attempts to justify the right of the masses 
to the confiscation of property.

Washington, dame 25.- Testifying before the Senate committee 
investigating German propaganda, archibald Stevenson, of the 
military intelligence bureau, said today that PORES RENE TE VES 
of the Bolshevik movement already have organized soviets in the 
industrial centres of this country, and that their plans con- 
templete eventual seigure of the Govermment.
